WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


In its latest weather Bulletin the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture says, in respect to the rain fall: ‘‘From Oklahoma 
northward through the central portions of Kansas, Nebraska, 
and the Dakotas; and theuce eastward to the Atlantic, the pre- 
cipitation for the week was fairly well distributed and occurred 
in rather. generous amounts. 

‘In the corn growing states good rains occurred in practi- 
cally all districts, which were beneficial in the main, especially 
in the extreme western and more eastern portions, but in the 
central portions of the belt drier, warmer weather is needed to 
hasten the development aad maturity of that staple. 

“Over the Atlantic Coast states considerable cloudy, threat- 
ening weather prevailed during the middle of the week and good 
rains occurred in most sections, greatly reducing the shortage in 
the water supply. The latter part of the week was unusually 
warm and favorable for agricultural interests. 

‘*Through the districts west of and including the Rocky 
Mountain region the weather continued very dry, except in 
portions of the northern mountain sections and locally over the 
southern plateau. In the fruit growing districts of California 


and other states of the West the weather was generally favora- 
ble for maturing, gathering and drying the several products.”’ 


Since this report was issued the weather has continued fav- 
orable to the growing of canners crops, in most sections, and 
there is every reason to believe a part of the expected shortage 
will be made up. Both tomatoes and corn in all sections of the 
country have been showing up very poor and we thiuk there is 
no canner at present who will object to an increased production, 
over what he has been forced to expect during the past two or 
three months. Judging from reports that reach this office from 
all sections of the country, and from all sources, it would seem 
to be impossible to make an over production of either corn or 
tomatoes this year, and the favorable weather of the past two 
weeks is looked upon as a God-send. 

We are in receipt of the following letter from Messrs. 
Theo. Burton & Son, Millsboro, Del., and what they say in re- 
gard to packing quality would seem to be in line with the gen- 
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eral opinion, as ‘‘quality’’ goods must be packed this season in 
order to pass muster: 

‘‘We read your weekly issue through each week, and find quitea num- 
ber of interesting paragraphs. 

‘‘We are still pegging away packing standards, the very best we know 
how, and have been for the past fifteen years. Our Indian River Brand 
has always made good. 

“Our crops here have made a decided failure in the past four days. 
We had very heavy rains last week and the three hot days have complete- 
ly finished the prospects, for this reason we do not expect to have over 
half a pack and will be pleased if we make a half crop out of it. However 
short the crop may be we expect to pack strictly first class goods. 


‘Please advise in your next issue where we can purchase an automatic 
can counter,”’ 


The above letter refers to tomatoes and would not seem to 
agree with the Government weather report which we have 
quoted above. There are, undoubtedly, sections where the 
weather has not been so favorable but ia explanation we would 
say that the weather report is for the week ending September 
5th. If the weather has been as hot all over the country during 
the past week as it has in this section there will be a lot of dam- 
age done to tomatoes on account of cracking and blistering but 
we understand conditions in the West have been more favorable. 

The market on tomatoes has been strengthening a little bit 
every day, and prices are now very firm at 7oc. In fact it is 
hard to buy at this figure, 7234c. and 75c. being the quotations 
generally made. The tendency is decidedly upward, and it 
looks as if the price will take a big jump whxn it once begins. 

Holders of corn have practically nothing to worry about so 
far as selling is concerned, and are devoting all their time to 
the packing end, in the hopes of increasing the pack if possible. 
Corn packers, in many instances, have men in the fields to re- 
port just when picking should be done, so as to avoid the possi- 
bility of any corn being wasted. It looks asif all the futures 


sold will not be delivered, and in a situation of this kind the 
packer has no need to look for further sales. 


Peas on this market are reported to be dull. One party re- 
plied that they were absolutely dead. This doesn’t mean that 
the price is falling or that the supply is heavy. Previous 
reports on this article have showr that it is impossible to supply

the demand for the better grade of peas, and while the poorer 
grades are in better supply, holders are asking and getting a 
fair price, because this grade of goods will have to supply the 
demand until next packing season. That is a long way off. 


There are very few changes to note in the quotations this 
week. Strawberries have advanced 25c. on No ros during the 
week, and are now quoted at $4.50. Sauerkraut is securing 
some attention, and the demand for this article is said to be 
increasing every season. 

Prices on pig tin have made a sharp advance, it now being 
quoted at $36.75 to $37.00 per ton. Solder has accordingly 
advanced and is now quoted at 21%c. to 22c.; 20%c. to 2Ic., 
and 19%c..to 20c. These changes will be noted on our regular 
page. 

In respect to the tin plate situation there is nothing new 
to report; C. S. Trench & Co., of New York, in their latest 
market letier say: 

“The strike of the Amalgamated Association against the American 
Sheet & Tin Plate Co., which of course has been responsible for the cur- 
tailment in the production of tin plates by the U. S$. Steel Corporation, 
was called off nearly two weeks ago, and it was assumed that the plants 
would be started at once, as the company was reported to be three months 
behind in their t n plate deliveries It now appears that this was largely 
on paper, consumers having overspecified, and from present appearances 
there is no prospect of any immediate starting up of these mills. Should 
they be started, it is expected that some old and badly located mills that 
they have been using in their late emergency, will be closed.”’

CHICAGO, September 6, 1910.

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season for string beans, corn, tomatoes, beets, lima beans and 
other late packed articles. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The advance of 2%c. the dozen in 
the price of eastern standard 3s has been welcomed by the trade 
here, as it has imparted some life and interest to standard toma- 
toes and brought the article again into some attention. I un- 
derstand that heavy sales were made by the local brokers this 
week, aggregating several hundred thousand cases in anticipa- 
tion of still further advances and higher prices in the East. 

For standard tomatoes this market has come to almost rely 
upon Maryland, Delaware and Virginia. The two successive 
crops of tomatoes for 1908 and 1909 in Northern Indiana and 
Michigan have been very poor and quite irregular as to ripeness 
on account of bad weather. 

The quality of the pack has therefore been no better, and 
in fact not as good as that of eastern States. The quality of 
the output in Southern Indiana has been better, but the trouble 
as to their reaching this market is that we have a lake and rail 
rate from the East of 22c. and 25c. per hundred, while the 
rate from Southern Indiana points is from 15c. to 18c. per 
hundred, and the price they ask is from 5c. to 7%c. per dozen 
higher than those of eastern packers. 

In fact Indiana canners are not at all dependent upon Chi- 
cago as a market for their output of standard tomatoes, as they 
have a heavy trade South and farther West which takes up the 
larger part of their pack, and which nets them better prices than 
they could get by selling in Chicago. 

I inspected a car of new pack tomatoes yesterday from J. A. 
Baker of Maryland and the quality was excellent, good fill good 
color and nicely handled in all respects. I have seen no west- 
ern packed goods of the 1910 pack yet. 

Canned Corn.—The first arrival of new canned corn 
reached Chicago this week from the Iroquois Canning Co., 
Onarga, Ill., and I found it to be of fine quality, better in tact 
than last. Illinois corn this year is going to be of fine quality 
as they have had a very propitious season and are packing now 
under splendid conditions of weather and temperature. The 
Gibson Canning Co., of Gibson City, Ill., reports a fine quality 
going into their cans. 

Cornered by Baltimore.—lIt is not often that good old 
conservative and financially staunch Baltimore corners anything 
but she surely has got a corner on blackberries, raspberries,

gooseberries, strawberries and other berries, if she has any 
stock, for Michigan and New York have about closed out every- 
thing. This town is hungry for good trades in those lines and 
so are other Western towns. 

Not Really Angry !—If buyers really had a grievance and 
earnestly believed that they had how would they act? 


If they believed seriously that the salmon packers had jug- 
gled the statistics of the pack and boosted the price unnecessar- 
ily and without having a just and fair reason to do so would 
they at once wade in and buy future salmon for 1911 pack unde1 
the same condiiions and form of contract? Hardly! And yet 
I know that Chicago buyers did that thing and that packers or 


‘packers’ agents refused to contract so far in advance and until 


this year’s deliveries had been made. I joined the crowd just 
to see what the outcome would be and know that the contracts 
were .declined. Guess the buyers haven’t as big a grouch 
against the salmon packers as they pretend to have. The big- 
gest seller of future Red Alaska and Sockeye salmon in this 
market among the jobbers, it now seems, did not get ‘‘pinched’’ 
so badly as it was reported. He was a wise and strong boy and 
planted about 25,000 cases Red Alaska at $1.15 and 15,000 cases 
Sockeye at $1.35 in warehouses on the Pacific coast last spring 
and has been selling against it. Even with one year’s interest 
at 5 per cent., storage at ec. a case a month and insurance at a 
low rate, he will come out with a profit and the ‘‘cached’’ sal- © 
mon has caught him a big business in other lines of goods all 
down the line. Wise boy that. 

American Sardines.—Nothing new has developed, but 
there is an ominous and portentious silence all along the Atlan- 
tic coast. 

It must be that the fish have ‘‘struck’’ and that packers 
are busy. They don’t seem to have time to write as many let- 
ters about boosting the prices as they have been writing. They 
should move cautiously and not get the price so high that a 
good round nickel will not buy a box at retail of %s oil with 
keg and, if wanted, in a pasteboard carton. lf they do their 
form of contract, which isa buyers option contract, will leave 
them with a big stock of goods on hand to carry over until 
spring and that is what they don’t want. Prices are nominal 
and offerings meagre. 

‘Canned Kraut.—I have heard it said that you couldn’t 
kill a cab age with a club, but that statement seems to be falla- 
cious; for the kraut packers are all yelling short crop and high- 
er prices. Canned kraut is getting to be one of the big staples 
in canned goods and the sale of bulk kraut is destined to decline.

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorK, Sept 7, 1910. 

Market Unchanged.— With the week broken by a holiday 
and with the disturbance that usually occurs when the thou- 
sands of vacationists are returning from their summer outings, 
the business has not been very active so far. Buyers have taken 
what they required for their trade, but aside from this it has 
been difficult to interest them. Conditions have not changed 
materially, excepting that discouraging reports have been re- 
ceived from southern canning quarters which would seem to 
indicate that the output of tomatoes, at least, will be seriously 
reduced by impossibility of securing raw stock and the scarcity 
of labor. Nevertheless, there has been no material change in 
actual quotations anywhere, though probably some holders have 
offered goods below the regular published figures. Nearly all, 
however, are holding out for full quoted prices, depending upon 
the increase in demand in the future to sustain their requests. 

Tomatoes.—Not much business has been done during the 
week. Holders have not been particularly active in offering 
supplies, preferring to wait the outcome of the pack before 
making important sales. The statistical position everywhere 
seems to indicate higher prices, but the fact that prices do not 
advance would seem to indicate that buyers, at least, still har- 
bor doubts. Help in canning factoriesin the larger places in 
the South is scarce, though country packers are not troubled in 
the same way that the city manis. The quality of tomatoes is 
not of the best, and prices for raw stock are ex:essively high. 
The result of this combination of influences is that business is 


suffering and buyers may have to pay even more than is asked 
now. The figures given here range around 7oc., though some 
sales are understood to have been made at 67%c., while some 
are asking 72%c., which virtually puts them out of the market. 
In some parts of New Jersey the pack will suffer from the fact 
that the tomatoes are small. There are a good many on the 
vines, but they have not grown as big as ordinarily, which 
makes it impossible for packers to obtain as much from the 
same number. And the pack from the small tomatoes is not as 
satisfactory. The market is very uncertain at best, but all 
indications point toward higher prices. 

Corn.—Conditions in the market have not varied since last 
reports. Sales have been made in a small way only, and in 
nearly all instances at full figures. Feware ready to accept the 
reductions which buyers are offering, while fewer still are in 
position to say what the results of the present pack will be. 
Old stock seems to be pretty well cleaned up, though here and 
there a holder appears to have a considerable quantity. The 
crop conditions are not promising in any packing locality, ard 
the outlook is decidedly bad rather than otherwise. 

Peas.—The market has not been over active during the 
week, excepting in the low grade stock. The supply of the 
best grades seems to be ample for all requirements, but the 
poorer sorts are hard to get at the prices buyers are willing to 
pay. Perhaps there are plenty of them to be had, provided the 
money offered is sufficient to satisfy the requirements of the 
holders.

Fruits.— With the heavy influx of fruits from all sections 
and of all varieties now available the market for canned sorts is 
not as strong as it might be. Conditions are the same so far as

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ness is actually done. Nearly all holders are confident of the 
future and are slow to accept reductions when sometimes they 
could dispose of large blocks. It would seem as though some large 
buying would have to be done in the future to make up for what 
has not been done already. Holders of California sorts are firm 
and refuse to make concessions, while Southern goods are offered 
only sparingly. The market is, therefore, in something of an 
unsettled condition, without much movement occurring to help 
determine the course. 

Salmon.—The announcement of opening prices on Alaska 
‘ fish caused a stir here, though in a general way the high figures 
have been discounted long before the announcement was made. 
The Confirmation of orders placed subject to approval of price 
has gone on, and the sales are heavy to-day. The repeated 
assertions that the pack will be short, and the fact that further 
supplies will not be available is forcing buyers to place orders 
early to be sure of obtaining anything. The movement will be 
much restricted because of the fact that in no var'ety will the 
pack be up to anything approaching normal. Consequently the 
interests which control the situation are holding to their high 
prices, and the trade is forced to pay it. The cost of fish will 
be its own cure if it gets to the point where ordinary grades can- 
not be sold for 15c. a can retail. Consumption will decline as 
soon as that happens. It looks, therefore, as though the short- 
age and the high prices would combine to assist in curing the 
present evils of the business. 

Sardines.—The market is unchanged, though all supplies 
are held firm and the market is in the position of waiting for 
the turning up of something which will settle a few of the diffi- 
culties which have confronted everyone connected with the bus- 
iness for the past few months. Much of the talk about short 
supplies is more or less discredited, b t it appears to be true in 
a great degree.

| California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL , Sept. 3, 1910. 

Salmon the Attraction.—Just at the present time brokers 
are extremely busy attending to business in the line of canned 
salmon, and there is not much activity in the California canned 
fruit line this week. This temporary lull is entirely satisfactory 
to canned fruit interests, however, as sales have been so very 
heavy of late that no chance bas been afforded of figuring out 
just how stocks were comparing with sales. There has been a 
very heavy run on some varieties, of late, and packers are find- 
ing that it will soon be necessary to make further withdrawals. 
This is true, especially in regard to pears, and with the season 
now rapidly drawing to a close canners are finding that their 
stocks are not as extensive as they figured on early in the season. 
A few plants are still handling this fruit, but operations are ex- 
pected to be at an end by the close of the week. At the present 
time clingstone peaches are occupying the bulk of attention, 
and many plants are being operated over time in an endeavor to 
care for all the fruit contracted for. The peach canning season 
is expected to be short as has been the apricot and pear season, 
but a fair sized pack is anticipated. 

Heavy Shipments.—Now that the canning season has 
progressed to the extent that almost all varieties of fruits nave 
been handled here, extensive shipments are commencirg to be 
made by vessel from San Francisco, and some immense cargoes 
will go forth during the next few weeks. The steamer Manhat- 
tan, of the Balfour, Guthrie & Co. line, is now loading here, 
and will take approximately 100,coo cases of canned fruits to 
Liverpool. The American-Hawaiian Steamship Co. is prepar- 
ing for the canned fruit and salmon seas6n, and will soon in- 
crease its service, dispatching a steamer from this port every 


alternate fourth and eighth day, ard other lines are also pre- 


paring to secure a share of the big business that will result from 
the canning season on the Coast. This season there is a heavy 
demand for early shipment of goods and a large part of the pack 
will be sent out during the next two months. 

Salmon Fleet is Due.—None of the vessels from the far 
North have arrived here yet with canned salmon, but their arri-

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val is being expected at any date, as some vessels have reached 
the northwestern ports. Extensive preparations have been 
made for handling the cargoes received here, and some vessels 
will be unloaded directly into steamers in order to save addi- 
tional handling. Nearly all of the vessels comprising the sal- 
mon fleet are due to arrive here early in September, and prac- 
tically all of them have left the northern fishing grounds for 
home. The coming of the salmon fleet, aside from the business 
side of the case, is always the cause of great excitement along 
the San Francisco watertront. The salmon canning industry 
employs many thousand men, and the homecoming of these 
with well filled pocketbooks means a great deal to Iccal business 
interests. 

Other Salmon News.—The steamer North King of the 
Portland-Alaska Packers’ Association, has arrived at Astoria, 
Ore., from Nushagak River, Alaska, after a fast run of eleven 
days down the Coast, and brings the news that the ship Berlin, 
of this concern, sailed for the Columbia River on August 15th, 
and that some of the fleet of the Alaska Packers’ Association 
had left for San Francisco on August 12th. Early in August 
the cannery of the Portland Alaska Packers’ Association was 
burned with a loss of about $150,000 to the plant and the de- 
struction of 28,600 cases of the season’s pack, the balance of 
23,000 cases having been loaded abc ard the Berlin. Both plant 
and canned output were insured. The pack on the Nushagak 
River is about twenty-five percent less than it was Jast season, 
and is approximately as follows: Alaska Salmon Co., 31,000 
cases; Northwestern Fisheries Co., 43,000 cases; Columbia River 
Packers’ Association, 44,000 cases; Alaska-Portlard Packers’ 
Association, 53,000 cases; Alaska Fishermen’s Packing Co., 
45,0co cases; Alaska Packers’ Association, 180,0co; North 
Alaska Salmon Co., 30,000 cases, a total of 426,000 cases. The 
run of fish there was very heavy, but continued for but twelve 
days. 


The pack of sockeye salmon in British Columbia this season 
will total about 520,000 cases. This will be about as follows: 
Frazer River, 140,000 cases; Rivers Inlet, 123,coo cases; Skeena 
River, 160,000 cases; Naas River, 28,coo cases; and outside 
streams, 75,000 cases. 

In the northern part of Southeastern Alaska the salmon 
run seems to be at an end, according to reports received from 
Icy Straits, and the expected pack will not be secured, owirg 
to the failure of the humpback run In the southern part of 
this district, however, a heavy run of pink fish has set in and 
canners there are doing well. 

Columbia River Fish.—The salmon season on the Colum- 
bia River closed at noon August 25th, and it is now estimated 
that the pack of both canned and pickled fish will be equal to 
that of last season. The run during the last few days of the 
season was very heavy, and was the means of upsetting all for- 
mer calculations. According to the estimates of well posted 
cannerymen the output will be about 247,500 cases, representing 
a pack of 13,381,875 pounds of raw fish. The pickling indus- 
try took care of about 5,500,000 pounds. About six cents a 
pound was paid as an average for the fish, making the returns 
to fishermen more than $1,000,000. The pack of the largest 
canneries is as follows: Columbia River Packers’ Association, 
89,500 cases; Union Fishermen's Co-operative Pakiig Co., 
33,000 cases; Sanborn-Cutting Packing Co., 15,000 cases; Booth 
Fisheries Co., 18,000 cases; and Altoona Packing Co., 17 oco 
cases. The balance is contributed by a number cf small 
concerns. 

Sanitary Cans Used.—During the season just closed the 
sanitary style of can has been used extensively in the packirg 
of salmon on the Columbia River and in Puget Sound and with 
great success. In order to handle the same amount of fish can. 
ners have found it necessary to install additional machinery, as 
the sanitary can method is a slower process than the soldering

Tomatoes.—The tomato canning season is now opening, 
but this article will not receive a great deal of attention until 
after the close of the peach season Higher prices are being 
offered for tomatoes by canners than last year, and all the avail- 
able stock will be put up, as the demand is showing great life 
and the indications are for a light pack. 

Fruits.—The Armsby Preservirg Co. at Yuba City, Cal., 
is working day and night in an endeavor to care for all the fruit 
offered. The canning of McDevitt peaches has just been ended, 
and work has now commenced on Phillips clings. As soon as 
the Yuba and Sutter county fruits are taken care of stocks of 
later varieties will be brought in from Newcastle and Lincoln. 
About three carloads of canned fruits are being shipped daily 
from this plant, but the warehouse is still handicapped for room. 
Fruit has been coming in from other canneries that are over- 
stocked, and much of it has been kept in cold storage to keep it 
from spoiling. The big plant has been operated continually 
since the 13th of July without a breakdown or a lay off. 

Pineapple.—The cargo of the Steamer Sierra, which ar- 
rived here from Honolulu recently, included more than 10,000 
cases of this season's pack of pineapple. Canned pineapple has 
taken the place of rice as being the second article in point of 
importance in the Island’s export trade. Last season the trade 
abroad took care of 610,000 cases as compared with an output 


of 1,000 cases in 1900.

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What Canners are Doing and Expect to Do. 


Some Data as to the Probable Size of the Various Packs as Indi- 
eated by the Size of Crops, Giving the Packers Some Idea 
of What Price Buyers Should be Willing to Pay. 


VEGETABLES.—Mr. Perry B. Slocomb of New Church, 
Va., states the acreage of tomatoes and sweet potatoes is larger 
and that the pack will be a third more than usual. Grow- 
ers are asking $8 per ton for tomatoes. One factory at Beaver 
Dam, Md., will not operate. 

The Louis McMurray Packing Co., Pontiac, Ill., reports 
that corn is about two-thirds of the normal crop in their locality 
but they think the pack will be the same as last year, for the 
whole State. They report a new factory started at Washington, 
Ill. 


Reports from Fort Lupton, Colo., state that 100 acres were 
planted in beans in that locality and the yield averaged 3% to 5 
tons per acre and delivered to the factories at 2c. per pound. 

Bethelehem, Ky., reports indicate that the tomato crop 
about there is better than in other sections of the country. 


The Hampton-Kelley Canning Co., started their factory on 
corn during the last week of August and about 200 hands are be- 
ing employed. The management has special men to look. over 
the fields and determine when the corn is ready for canning. 


E. G. Mossman, manager of the Western Grocery Com- 
pany’s factory at Marshalltown, Iowa, saysthe yield and quality 
of the corn this season is better than the average and the Com- 
pany is very well pleased. The factory and everything about it 
is new. A report says the season’s pack will amount to about 
75,000 cases of corn and that 25,000 cases of tomatoes will be 
packed. 


Reports from Belle Plains, Iowa, also state that the cool 
weather, experienced during the latter part of August, has help- 
ed the corn crop immensely and one company there has con- 
tracted for 600 acres. 


Mr. John T. Scaff says the plant at Huntsville, I1l., has 
about 200 acres of tomatoes contracted for, and the prospects 
are for a fair sized pack. ; 


The Princeton Canning Co., at Princeton, Ind., started its 
factory towards the last of August, on tomatoes, and a fair sized 
pack is expected. C.S. Ruschupt is manager. 

The Anderson Canning Co., of Anderson, Ind., will only 
pack corn this season and will let tomatoes alone because of the 
late season and unfavorable prospects. They started on corn 
about the 23rd of August and anticipate a fair yield. 

The Tuhey (Ind.) Canning Co., announces that it will 
double the capacity of its plant in time for next season’s run. 
The work will be done this fall; no mention is made of its pres- 
ent capacity. 

Reports from Harve de Grace, Md., in the center of the to- 
mato growing country are to the effect that the yield is very 
poor and that canneries with a capacity of from five to eight 
thousand bushels a day are only able to pack 800 to 1,000 bush- 
els. Aberdeen, (Md.) reports say that the pack of corn will be 
fair in some localities but in many sections the weather has been 
too dry to expect much of a yield. 

Messrs. Staley & Ross, Frederick, Md., report that the 
crop is in good shape and that a large pack of corn will be 
made. The factory started in the middle of August asdid that of . 
the Walkersville Canning Co , in the same section. 

News from Elkton, Md., is to the effect that a number of 
the regular factories will not operate and that the pack of toma- 
toes will be much smaller than usual. 

Centreville, Md., reports a good crop of tomatoes and fair 
prospects for a good sized pack. . 

Easton, Md., reports say the crop of both corn and tomatoes 
is so small that the factories are seriously handicapped. 

The Snowflake Canning Co., of Massachusetts started its 
factory towards the last of August and advices state that the 
crop of corn is a good one and labor is plentiful. 

It is reported that Canadian canners have advanced prices 
on all articles. This is evidently due to short crops, as was the 
case with peas. 

The Canastota (N. Y.) Canning Co. began packing string 
beans the last week of August. The Clinton (N. Y.) Canning 
Co. cempleted its pack of string beans about the last of August 
and started in on corn. Mt. Morris (N. Y.) factories started on

The Egypt (N. Y.) can- 
ning factory started wok on apples about August 15th. The 
Burt Olney Canning Co., Oneida, N. Y., secured an excellent 
crop of wheat from the fields that were last year planted to 
peas. This unusually good crop is attributed to the value of 
the pea crup as an enricher of the soil. 

Reports from New York State indicate that the pea pack 
there was much better than usual, which is in pretty strong con- 
trast with other sections of the country for this season. 

The Fort Stanswix (N. Y.) Canning Co. has leased the 
factory of the Kirkland Canning Co. and will pack the corn that 
is received from the 500 acres contracted for. 

The Musselman Canning Co., Biglersville, Pa., has been 
working on apples for the past two weeks. 

The Humboldt (Tenn. ) Canning Co.’s factory started the 
first week in August and has been working steadily since then, 
employing about 150 hands. 


Utah canners report that the tomatoes are ripening about 
two weeks earlier than usual and they have no fear, therefore, of 
early frosts doing any damage. They are paying farmers $10 
per ton. 

From Franklin, Texas, comes a report that the factory there 
has closed down, after having a very good run on tomatoes. 

FRUITS.—Mr. G. H. Waters of Pomona, Cal., says the 
pack of fruits this year, mentioning apricots, peaches, plums, 
pears and cherries, will be heavier, as considerable new acreage 
is coming in. Help is also in good shape. 

A report from Nashville, Tenn., says the peach crop is the 
largest in years. It is stated that the size of the crop was un- 
derestimated, however, and for this reason a great quantity of 
the fruit went to waste. 

A canner at Cassville, Mo., reports that the crop of Elberta 
peaches in that locality was very large. 


The Gypsum Canning Co., Clinton, Ohio, announced earlier 
in the season that all peaches and apples would be bought by 
weight this season (48 lbs. to the bushel) instead of measure. 
This is due to the heavy loss incurred on account of growers not 
protecting the baskets while bringing the fruit to the cannery, 
very few of the baskets being full upon arrival. 

The factory at Franklin, Texas, reports a very good run on 
peaches and other fruits. 

From Whitehouse, N. J., comes the news that owners of 
peach orchards stand to lose heavily this year because of the 
heavy yield. 17c. a basket is said to be the price offered and 
this does not warrant shipment of the fruit. Some growers say 
it is the largest crop the State ever produced. 

FISH.—Shrimp is reported to have been very plentiful dur- 
ing the past weeks, according to reports from Mississippi. 

The sardine factory of the New England Canning Co., 
Eastport, Me., has been running steadily for the past month, it 
is reported. A general report from this same point states that 
the majority of the factories have been unable to get the kind of 
fish that is desired and the factories have not been running 
heavily. 

According to reports in Baltimore the oyster season this 
year will be a disappointing one, as the yield is predicted to be 
small.

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push the sale of canned foods, and why they should buy them. 
One of the paragraphs reads a3 follows: ‘‘Canned gocds of the 
better class are among the most healthful of foods. It is con- 
ceded that the best fruits and vegetables are placed in cans. 
Although the newspapers frequently 1efer to alleged poisoning 
cases from the cating of canned goods, the number of cases, 
when the matter is investigated is almost none. Canned goods 
are among the most satisfactary goods grocers sell.’’ We 
believe a great deal of the credit for such talk is due to the work 
of the National Canners’ Association. 

Another clipping we notice is taken from the Retailer’s 
Journal, of Chicago, a monthly journal devoted to the retail 
grocers. Init we find an article entitled ‘‘Canned Goods in 
Favor,’’ and this editor also gives some very pointed facts as to 
the superiority of canned foods, their economy, cleanliness, 
etc., etc., and this article concludes- ‘‘The demand for canned 
goods will be larger than ever this year. The retailer should 
lay in his stock at the smallest possible cost.’’ 

In our issue of the 29th of July we featured an article 
entitled, ‘‘Sterilization—the Application of Heat.’’ All those 
who read THE TRADE must have read this article, and will 
remember some of the arguments in favor of the use of the 
canned food in preference to the so-called ‘‘fresh’’ foods.

The city authorities have been investigating the affair and 
have arrested one ‘‘broker,’’ a number of ‘‘retail grocers,’’ and 
are now on the lookout for the wholesalers who are assisting 
such business by permitting their spoiled goods to be sold, in- 
stead of being returned to the packér or destroyed at his ex- 
pense. They are determined to stop such trading, and if any 
canner can assist in locating offenders of this nature they should 
not hesitate to give what information they have.

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IS THE SELLING OF FRUITS PROFITABLE? 


Just now, when the height of packing season for three of 
the principal products that go into cans is on, we think every 
canner who packs corn, tomatoes, and peaches is having brought 
home to him the question of futures. 

The sale of goods in advance has been a question that has 
been discussed year after year in not only the canning business, 
but in other lines as well,and when it is logically discussed there 
is nothing to be said in its favor. For the canner who sells tu- 
tures at a high price feels that he has made a good bargain, but 
the buver who has bought these goods at this high price and 
can, during the packing season, purchase these same goods at a 
less price feels that he has lost money, and is naturally predis- 
posed to turn down the goods on any pretext. This engenders 
bad feeling between the seller and the buyer, as, from the buy- 
er’s point of view, the man who buys spot goods at less than fu- 
ture prices can naturally undersell the buyer of futures and so 
the demoralization is bound to go on until it reaches the re- 
tailer. Now take on the other hand the canner who has sold 
fntures at a less price than he can get for spot goods; he does 
not feel that he is called upon to exert himself to fill his orders, 
while the buyer insists on full delivery. Here arises another 
cause for dissention, and, instead of working harmoniously to- 
gether as the buyer and seller should, the baneful influence of 
futures has driven them apart. 

It seems like an oft-repeated tale to discuss this question 
of futures but the season of 1910 contains some very good les- 
sons which, we think, the packers should give serious consider- 
ation to. ‘Vast quantities of peas were sold as futures and only 
about 25 per cent. of a pack was realized. While many packers 
or canners safeguarded themselves on the pro-rata delivery 


clause in their contract, many did not, and we venture to say 
that next season will not see such strenuous efforts tending to 
the sale of futures. On the other hand, take corn as an ex- 
ample. Canners were begged, coerced and importuned to sell 
future corn at seemingly high prices, so that the preparations 
for the packing of corn were the heaviest ever known, and now 
that.canning is on, comes the story of crop failures, small yields 
and general unsatisfactory conditions in a great many sections. 
Would it not have been better to have taken the orders for 
these goods subject to being packed and to opening prices; then 
neither the buyer nor the packer would have any cause to com- 
plain and every one would have been on an equal footing. 

Why the buyer expects the canner to gamble on prospect- 
ive crop conditions and run the chances of making a great loss, 
which will eventually be at least partially born by the buyer 
himself, owing to the fact that where crops are sbort quality 
suffers, and where crops are full prices suffer, we fail to see. 
Because it is neither to the credit of the buyer or the seller for 
one to take advantage of the other but it is most decidedly to 
their credit to aid one another to make a fair profit and to main- 
tain the quality as against quantity. Quality gcods never break 
the market; it is the off-quality goods which are sacrificed and 
used as a club to drive down the price on quality goods. The 
day of indiscriminate packing is over and the sooner the canner 
and the jobber realize that the public will not be tempted by a 
fancy label or a high sounding name, the better off all will be. 
We are educating our consumers to discriminate between cheap 
goods at a cheap price and good goods at a fair price, and the 
Pure Food Laws are making us deliver the quality. When you 
catch this point, we think it will be self evident that quality is 
going to bring the orders and that you will not find any advan- 
tage in forcing the sale of futures. 


Cleanliness and sanitary conditions, in all factories produc- 
ing food products, has been the key-note of nearly all pure food 
men, but very few people realize how much attention, care and 
labor it requires to maintain sanitary conditions. Spasmodic 
efforts at different times during the day will call for a greater 


amount of labor and attention than systematic and persistent 
care. What we mean by this is that while many think that by 
cleaning up at noon and night that they are achieving the result 
desired they will find that the cost of doing this is much greater 
than if they had one or two persons detailed to keep things clean 
all day long. Also there are very simple mechanical means of 
facilitating the cleansing of canning utensils, and conveyors of 
raw products, that are practically self-cleaning. By the adoption 
of these up-to-date methods much more can be accomplished 
than by the exertion of a great deal of energy at stated periods. 


Any practical canneryman will agree that after the help 
have worked for six or ten hours continuously they are not fit 
mentally or physically, nor have they the inclination to proper- 
ly clean up as should be done, whereas, if special help would be 
employed to do nothing but clean up, the work would be much 
more efficiently done and at a great saving of money, as the help 
that would be used for cleaning would, on the average, only 
cost about half what skilled help costs. This method has been 
applied to some of the most modern canneries and the managers 
are unanimous in their praise of this method, and we would 
earnestly advocate it to our readers for a trial this season, 


Good Advertising. 


The editor of ‘‘Empson’s Pea Pod’’ issued, in August, a 
well gotten up edition, which is full of information of value to 
the retail trade andtheconsumer. It pictures some of the beau- 
tiful country about the Empson factories, the fields where the 
raw material is grown, how it is harvested and handled during 
canning, and has a reproduction of the cansas they appear when 
filled and ready for consumption. Along with all these pictures 
is a little story of the methods persued and how the work is 
done, emphasizing the fact that canned goods are purer and 
cleaner than the so-called ‘‘fresh’’ article because of the cleanli- 
ness in handling, as well as the fact that they are fresher because 
packed immediately after being harvested. 
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Virginia’s Pure Food Law. 


Effective on and after July 10, adopted by the Dairy and 
Food Commissioner and approved by the Commission and Board 
of Agriculture and Immigration, providing for the sanitation of 
canneries, packng houses, oyster shucking plants, fish packing 
plants or store or market room or stall used in the packing, stor- 
age, sale or distribution of oysters, crab, fish, lobsters, clams, etc. 

1. Every building, room, shed, wharf or store used as a 
Cannery, Packing House, Oyster Shucking Plant, Fish Packing 
Plant or Store or Market, Room or Stall, selling or exposing for 
sale or for distribution or storage of Oysters, Crabs, Fish, Lobs- 
ters, Clams, etc., shall be properly lighted, drained, plumbed 
and ventilated, and conducted with due regard for the purity and 
wholesomeness of the food therein produced, and with strict re- 
gard to the influence of such conditions upon the health of the 


operatives, employees, clerks or other persons therein employed. : 


2. The floors, sidewalls, ceilings, furniture, receptacles, im- 
plements and machinery of every establishment where Oysters, 
Crabs, Fish, Lobsters, Clams, etc., are packed, stored, sold or 
distributed, shall at all times be kept in a clean, healthful and 
sanitary condition. 

3. The above foods in the process of preparation, packing, 
storing, ‘sale or distribution must be securely protected from flies, 
dust, dirt, and, as far as may be necessary, from all other foreign 
or injurious contamination. 

4. All refuse, dirt and the waste products subject to de- 
composition and fermentation incident to the preparation, pack- 
ing, storing, selling and distributing of food must be removed 
from the premises daily. 


5. All trucks, trays, boxes, baskets, buckets and other re- 


ceptacles, chutes, platforms, racks, tables, shelves and all knives, 
saws, Cleavers and other utensils and machinery used in moving,

handling, cutting, chopping, mixing, canning and all other pro- 
cesses, must be thoroughly cleaned daily by sterilization with 
either boiling water or live steam. 

6. The clothing of operatives, employees, clerks or other 
persons must be as clean as practicable. 

7. The doors, windows and other openings of every Can- 
nery, Oyster and Fish distributing establishment during the fly 
season shall be fitted with self-closing screen doors and wire 
window screens of not coarser than 14-mesh wire gauze. 

8. The sleeping place or places for persons employed in 
such establishments shall be separate and apart from the room 
in which food products are manufactured, packed, distributed or 
stored. 

9. No employer shall knowingly permit, require or suffer 
any person to work in a Cannery, Packing House, Oyster Shuck- 
ing plant or store where Oysters, Crabs, Fish, Lobsters, Clams, 


ete., are packed, shucked, stored, distributed or kept for sale, who 
is afflicted with any contagious or infectious disease, or with any 
skin disease. 

10. Every Cannery, Packing House, Oyster Shucking plant, 
ete., shall be provided with a convenient wash room and toilet 
of sanitary construction, but such toilet shall be entirely separate 


and apart from any room used for the manufacture or storage of 
food products. 


11. It is unlawful to take Oysters or other Shell Fish from 
insanitary or polluted beds to ship or to sell, or offer for sale 
for human consumption. 

12. It is unlawful to ship or to sell or offer for sale Oysters 
or other Shell Fish which have become polluted because of pack- 
ing under insanitary conditions or being placed in unclean recep- 
tacles. In order to prevent pollution during the packing or ship- 
ment of oysters, it is necessary to give proper attention to the 
sanitary condition of the establishment in which they are packed 
and to use only receptacles which have been thoroughly sterilized.

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13. It is unlawful to ship or to sell or offer for sale Oysters 
or other Shell Fish which have been subjected to “floating” or 
“drinking” in brackish water, or water containing less salt than 
that in which they were grown. There can be no objection to 
“drinking” shell fish in unpolluted water. Attention is called, 
however, to the dangers resulting from “drinking” shell fish near 
polluted fresh water streams and near other sources of pollution. 

14. It is unlawful to ship or to sell, or to offer for sale 
Shucked Oysters to which water has been added, either directly 
or in the form of melted ice. 

15. The packing of Shell Fish with ice in contact is in- 
hibited. 

16. Only unpolluted cold or iced water should be employed 
in washing Shucked Shell Fish, and the washing, including chill- 
ing, should not continue longer than the minimum time necessary 
for cleaning and chilling. 

17. The shipment of Oysters in contact with ice is inhibited. 
The floating of Oysters in harbor waters or in polluted waters is 
inhibited. 

18. The taking of Oysters for food purposes from polluted 
waters is inhibited. 

19. Suitable containers used for keeping, packing or trans- 
porting Oysters, Fish, Crabs, Clams, ete., should contain on their 
surfaces in contact with the food product no lead, antimony, zinc 
or copper, or any compodnds thereof, or any other poisonous or 
injurious substances. 

lf the containers are made of zinc plates, they should be out- 
side soldered and the tin plate in no place should contain less than 
113 milligrams of tin on a piece five centimeters square or one 
and eight-tenths grains on a piece two inches square. The inner

tin plate is lacquered, the lacquer must completely cover the tin 
service within the container, and must yield to the contents of the

container no lead, antimony, arsenic, zinc or copper, or any com- 
pounds thereof, or any other poisonous or injdrious substances. 

It is recommended that retail dealers or distributors. of oysters 
supply themselves with suitable smooth surface ware, free from 
‘nside seams, and with oval bottoms and double tops, preferably 
granite or porcelain ware, to be used as dispensing vessels. These 
vessels should be so arranged that they could be kept surrounded 
with ice or water for refrigeration purposes. 


20. In view of the fact that the shipping season has begun 
and shippers will require several months to provide themselves 
with sditable containers for the shipment of shell fish out of con- 
tact with ice, no prosecutions will be recommended prior to May 
Ist, 1910, for the shipment or sale of oysters or other shell fish 
because of the addition of ater caused solely by. shipment in con- 
tact with ice—Ovysterman and Fisherman, Hampton, Va.

Things That Ought Not to Be. 

An ‘‘exchange’’ publishes each week a cartoon of a grocery 
store under the above heading, and these cartoons contain some 
very good pointers for the retail grocers. 

One of the things that ought not to be, and which in fact 
MUST not be, is the use of the out-of-date stencil. We have 
before us Government reports regarding fifteen cases of mis- 
branding of canned goods. A few of these are for false label- 
ing and adulteration, but the great majority consist of cases 
where the canner has used the old stencil, called the cans 2-]b. or 
3-lb., and the inspectors have caused the goods to be seized, 
claiming short weight. As every one knows the goods are not 
short weight; every can will be found to be full, but it is also 
equally well known that there are not 2 lbs. of corn in a No, 2 
can, and it was never intended to hold that amount, yet the 
Government takes this view, and the publication of such cases 
injures the sale of canned goods immensely. This condition is 


entirely avoidable and no canner is excusable. Look to your 
stencils. 


Some other cases of misbranding are noted, namely in the 
case of a iam, also oysters from Connecticut, canned corn labeled 
as packed by a concern which never existed, tomato catsup that 
contained glucose and was not mentioned on the label, sardines 
purported to be packed in salad oil, but wherein cotton-seed oil 
was used, etc., atc. In every case the trouble arose from what 
would appear to be carelessness on the part of the manufactur- 
ers. Don’t fail to call your product exactly what it is and if it 
is necessary to make any explanation on the label, be sure said - 


explanation is absolutely correct, It will cost you a 1 t of 
money in the end if you don’t tell the truth and, maybe, your

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D. C. Wholesale Grocers Object to H. R. Bill 23,010. 


H. R. Bill 23,010 (Labeling Bill) Directly Affects Wholesale Grocers 


Doing Business in the District of Columbia. 


They There- 


fore Ask that their Objection to the Bill may be Consider- 


ed by the Committee: 


This bill requires all containers, bundles, packages, or parcels in 
which any food, beverage, or drug is packed (with the exception of such 
goods as may be packed in the presence of the purchaser), to have the 
correct minimum net weight or measure of the contents thereof, marked 
thereofi in Gothic letters or figures not less than one-half inch in height, 
and provides for enforcing the law through the Health cfficer of the Dis- 
trict, and the imposition of a fine of not exceeding $200, or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding two months, or toth, in case of any violation of the 
law. 

In presenting objections to the passage of this bill, the wholesale 
grocers will consider: ; 

The duties and prohibitions imposed by the bill on local merchants, 
and under this: 

(@) The duties and prohibitions imposed bythe bill in regard to 
foods, beverages, and drugs packed by manufacturers out of the District of 
Columbia in containers, bundles, packages, or parce’s, and shipped by 
them into the District. 

(6) The duties and prohibitions imposed by the bill on local mer- 
chants in regard to foods, beverages, and drugs packed by merchants in 
the District of Columbia, in containers, bundles, packages, or yarcels. 

II. 

The penalty named in the bill and the provisions for enforcing the 
same : 

(a) Consideration is asked of the testimony offered by manufacturers 
to the committee showing that in many instances weights and measures 
can not be accurately marked by them on their goods on account of the 
fact that atmospheric, chemical, and other conditions affect many gocds 
put up in containers, bundles, packages, or parcels to such an extent that 
there is necessarily a considerable variation in the weights and measures 
of such goods in different sections of the country, and at different times in 
the year. Most vegetable products undergo a certain amount of shrinkage 
in a short period of time, and many of them increase or diminish in weight 
to an appreciable extent through different conditions of the atmosphere. 


A common illustration may be given in the case of such articles as sugar: 


and salt, for every one has experienced the difference in the condition of 
such articles in damp and dry weather. The varying amount of moisture 
in tomatoes on account of their having been grown in dry or wet weather, 
or from variations in the ground or conditions under which they were 
grown, or in the slightly varying conditions in which the tomatoes may 
have been packed, make appreciable differences in their weight, and their 
solid contents vary so as to make it impracticable to state their measure 
uniformly. ‘he expansion or contraction of certain liquids, like extracts, 
etc., make appreciable differences in their measures in hot and cold cli- 
mates. The commercial impracticability of turning out certain articles 
contained in very small packages or parcels of a uniform weight, without 
greatly adding to their cost, if it can be done at all, should be considered. 
It is submitted that the things above suggested present some difficulties 
that are real and make it necessary to consider some elements other than 
net weight or measure, in order to be just in attempting to fix any stand- 
ard to which goods packed in containers, bundles, packages or parcels 
must conform. The wholesale grocers are not opposing this bill through 
any objection on their part to the fixing of a standard for net weights or 
measures, if a practical one can be devised, allowing for the reasonable 
and necessary variations which occur in most goods packed in containers, 
bundles, packages or parcels. Zhe wholesale grocers are opposed to any 
measure fixing an impractical standard and one which can not be lived up to. 
If a practical standard, namely, one which can be lived up to by the whole- 
sale grocer without subjecting him to continual persecution for things 
which he can not avoid, can be devised, the wholesale grocer would have 
no objection to the establishment of such a standard if it is deemed 
advisable. 

Consideration is asked of the fact that the power of Congress over 
manufacturers in the States rests only on the right given to it in the Con- 
stitution to regulate interstate commerce. These regulations must be uni- 
form. In the District of Columbia, however, Congress has in addition to 
its power under the commerce clause of the Constitution, the exclusive 
right of legislation on all matters. A law might be effective and binding 
on the merchants in the District of Columbia therefore, when it mignt not 
be binding or could be easily evaded by manufacturers in the States. The 
proposed bill does not prohibit sales of unmarked containers, bundles, 


packages or parcels, made outside of the Destrict, nor does it prohibit ship- 
ments into the District of Columbia from the various States of unmarked 
containers, bundles, packages or parcels, 

What would happen if the proposed bill was enacted into law? 

It is evident that manufacturers in the States would at once raise the 
question of the validity of the law in so far as it applied tothem. The law 
as to them is not uniform in its operation since it only applies to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and therefore it might be held to be invalid for this or 
other reasons as against manufacturers engaged in interstate commerce. 
It may be a matter of some doubt as to whether or not this law would be 
valid as against State manufacturers, as a local regulation under the police 
power. If for any reason the manufacturers in the States could succeed in 
having it declared unconstitutional as to them, they could freely sell in 
the District of Columbia and ship into the District of Columbia, gocds in 
unmarked containers, etc., and the burden of labeling and marking all: 
their various packages, which the public here demand, would fall on the 
local merchant, who would still be bound to obey the law by reason of the 
power of Congress to legislate for the District. 

If the law, such as it is, was upheld and declared to be a valid exercise 
of the power of Congress to legislate for the District, even as against inter- 
state manufacturers, they would only be prohibited from se//ing in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Under the very terms of the law sales could be made to 
citizens of the District of Columbia, in any neighboring city like Alexan- 
dria, Baltimore, Philadelphia, or anywhere on the outskirts of the District, 
and State manufacturers could freely ship their goods in unmarked con- 
tainers, bundles, packages, or parcels into the District of Columbia and be 
complying with the very letter of the law. Thus, whether the law was 
held valid or invalid as to manufacturers in the States, the burden of 
weighing and measuring and labeling the products of these various State 
manufacturers, put up in unmarked containers, etc., would still be on the 
local merchant. The only way to avoid this and be just to the District is 
to insert a clause in the act which would be binding on manufacturers who 


ship into the District under the power of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce. 


In answer to the foregoing objections to the law, it might be said that 
manufacturers could specially label and mark their containers, bundles, 
packages and parcels for the trade of the District, but it is very doubtful 
if they would doso. It is certain that many of them would not undertake 
the risk of marking their goods for the trade of the District in order to sell 
within the limits of the District, and run the risk of incurring the pains 
and penalties of this law, when there would be no other place in the Uni- 
ted States subject to such a law. The trade of the District of Columbia is 
relatively a small item to many manufacturers, and they could easily dis- 
pense with it. Indeed, some of these manufacturers have already inti- 
mated that if the District of Columbia is to be the only place where these 
goods are required to be labelled as provided by this law, they will not 
attempt to weigh or measure and label for the trade of the District. 

The foregoing matters are advanced for consideration in view of the 
power of exclusive legislation possessed by Congress over the District cf 
Columbia. The people here do not want to become weighers, measurers, 
and labelers for the manufacturers in the States. lf the committee should 
decide to report this bill favorably, it would not be effective or just to the 
people of the District without the addition of a clause under the power of 
Congress to regulate interstate commerce, which would be binding upon 
State manufacturers who ship into the District. 

If any manufacturers should refuse to weigh or measure and label 
their goods for the trade of the District of Columbia, in view of the fact 
that there is no restriction on their selling their goods unmarked outside of ° 
the District, and no restriction on their skipping such unmarked goods into 
the District some of the-merchants here would undoubtedly buy such 
goods uumarked outside of the District and have them shipped in. The 
local merchant would then undertake the task of weighing or measuring 
such goods and labelling them as required by a law binding on him, but 
not effective in its operation anywhere outside of the District. As soon as 
one merchant adopted this practice of obtaining goods that he otherwise 
could not get. competition would force other merchants to do the same 
thing, and the result would be that the merchants of the District of Co- 
lumbia would soon be buyin z outside of the District and when the goods 
were shipped in they w:uld have to weigh, measure, and label for such 
manufacturers on the outside who would not weigh or measure and mark 
their goods for the trade of the District.

IN WRITING ADVERTISERS, KINDLY MENTION THE TRADE. 
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Objections similar to the char icter offered above must have been con- 
sidered when Congress passed what is known as the Pore Food Law, with 
its penalties against adulteration, misbranding, etc. In the first para- 
graph of that '!aw certain things are forbidden in the District of Columbia 
and in the territories. In the succeeding paragraph of that law manufac- 
turers engaged in interstate conmerce are forbidden to ship into the Dis- 
trict of Columbia or into any of the Territories articles adulterated or not 
branded according to the provisions of the law. It is submitted that just 
as much caution is required about making a law in regard to printing net 
weights and measures or any particular standard of that character, as 
there is in regard to the adulteration or misbranding of food products, and 
that if no regulation binding on the manufacturers engaged in the inter- 
state commerce is introduced into the present bill to prevent manufactur- 
ers or other persons from shippirg goods not weighed or measured or 
marked into the District of Columbia, in containers, etc., a great birden 
is likely to be imposed upon the people here. In view of the fact that 
manufacturers themselves have offered evidence to show that it is impossi- 
ble for them to comply with the require ments of the proposed bill, the sit- 
uation of the local merchant who would have to make the attempt to 
weigh or meassre and label the goods of these manufacturers, since he 
could not evade the law, as the manufacturer in the State could, would be 
precarious in the extreme, particularly in view of the penalties provided in 
the bill for any violation of its strict terms. If any feasible scheme of fixing 
standards of net weights and measures for the various articles that come 
into the District in unmarked contaiaers, bundles, packages or parcels can 
be devised, it can not be fair tothe people of the District of Columbia to 
put it in operation here without also putting some effective limitation in 
regard to the same matters on manufacturers in the States. They should 
not be allowed to sell out of the District and ship into it goods which we 
cannot sell wheu they arrive here, without weighing or measuring ard 
sticking labels on them. There would be no other place in the United 
States supporting such a burden, 

(6) Consideration is also asked of another provision of the law which 
affects the merchant in the District of Columbia and does not affect the in- 
terstate manufacturer wh » pu's up his goods in containers, bundles, pack- 
azes and parcels. 

The words containers, bundles, packages or parcels in this bill are 
comprehensive and cover practically anything that is wrapped up for or 
sent toa customer. The interstate manufacturer who puts up his goods in 
containers, bundles, packages or parcels, as a rule deals only in one par- 
ticular commodity, and he can easily put it up in some permanent form or 
package. The local merchant, however, has to put up lots of goods for 
his customers in bags or improvised packages. This bill excepts from its 
operation only foods, drugs or beverages that are put up in the presence of 
the customer. ‘This bill would be severe enc ugh on the local merchant if 
it only required him to mark in ink or lead pencil on the outside of the 
improvised package the weight or measure of the same at the time it isyut 
up. The bill, however, proposes that the net weight or measure must be 
placed on the outside of these improvised packages in unccndensed gothic 
letters or figures or both, not less than one-half inch high. This provis- 
ion apparently would require the use of a printed label. The local grocer 
could hardly be expected to keep on hand the immense number of labels 
that would be required, nor is there any known practical device by which 


he could mark packages in such uncondensed gothic letters or figures, and 
if there were he should not be made liable to the heavy penalties provided 
in this-bill, for an innocent mistake of a clerk in marking or affixing the 
label. 

The time lost and the delay in waiting on customers and the expense 
connected with preparing and affixing said labels must eventually fall on the 
consumer and cannot have any effect in decreasing the cost of goods pur- 
chased by him, 


The District of Columbia is not a manufacturing community. Practi- 
cally all of the foods, drugs, and beverages sold here in containers, bun- 
dles, packages, or parcels are manufactured in the various States, 

Abundant evidence can be offered to prove that the local merchant can 
make a better profit on goods not sold in containers, bundles, packages, 
or parcels than he can on the sale of gocds so packed. 

It is not tothe interest of the local grocer therefore that he should 
present arguments in favor of such package goods. Ifa law could be 
passed abolishing the use of those fcods, drugs, and beverages which are 
sold iv these containers, bundles, packages, or parcels, and requiring the 
people to use only what have been called the foods of our grandfathers, 
the local merchant would not suffer financially, but such a state of things 
is not going to be tolerated by the buying public, and if the buying public 
cannot be forced to forego the use of these arti-les packed in these dis 
tinctive containers, bundles, packages, or parcels, care should be taken 
that legislation should not be directed at increasing the cost of the same 
to the consumer. Jt is not believed by the wholesale grocers that legisla- 
tion of the character proposed in this bill will have any effect in causing 
the people t» abandon the use of foods, drugs, and beverages now put up 
only in distinctive containers, bundles, packages, or parcels, Unless the 
bill would have such an effect, care should be taken to see that such leg- 
islation as may be directed to requiring these gcods to be labelled, urder 
some scheme of weight or measure is practical and not Jikely to add un- 
duly to the cost of the same to the wholesale grocer, and eventually to the 
consumer, 

It is not usually the function of the Health Officer to supervise the 
matter of weights and measures. 

It is respectfully suggested that it is natural for any cfficial of the 
District government to favor a bill which increases the power and influ- 
ence of his office. It is not likely that District officials will often, if ever, 
report against a bill on the ground that it givesthem too much power of 
interference with the control over the affairs of the peop'e. 

The local merchants are willing to submit to such ccntrol and inspec- 
tion as may be for the public good 

Under the bil), however, the Health Officer or any of his deputies de- 
tailed for that purpose (and there is nothing to prevent the Health Officer 
from making a general detail under general authority) may, at any time, 
day or night, enter the establishment of a local merchant and examine 
each and every package in his stock and test the net weight or measure cf 
the same, and this without any complaint on the part of anyone, or even 
requiring the Health Inspector to have any reasonable ground of suspect ng 
a particular local merchant whom he visits of violating any law. The pen- 
alties in the event of a slight mistake are extreme. The bill would seem 
to place large powers in the hands of the Health Officer and his deputies 
and enable them to unnecessarily interfere with the business of the local 
merchant and subject him to many trivial prosecutions. There is no ap- 
peal from such action as the Health Officer or his deputy may take, and 
there is no discretion left in the court before which the case may be tried. 
Under this bill for any unintentional or trivial variation in weight or 
measure the penalty provided in this bill would have to be imposed. If it 
is necessary for the benefit of the public that such protection should be 
given to it as would come from placing this power in the Health Officer 
and his deputies, the local merchant cannot oppose it. Consideraticn of 
this feature of the bill, however, is asked of the committee 


For the reasons herein set forth it is submitted, on behalf of the 
wholesale grocers of the District of Columbia, that the proposed bill should 
not be enacted into Law.

Prepared from medium sized 
white corn, and to contain not more than 
5 per cent of black tips. 


-No. 3 Fancy—Minimum wt. after draining, 22 0z.; contents 


%-inch from top of can; 2 per cent black tips; pre- 
pared from selected white corn. 


CONDENSED MILK Standard—Law as passed by U.S. Govern- 
ment. Also the State of Illinois. 
Law provides that condensed and evaporated milk shall 
contain not less than 28 per cent of milk solids and 7.7 per cent 
of milk fat.
